Judge 
Meir Shamger ordered the. petition 
be considered by a panel of three 
judges and, pending the court's fi- 
mal decision, issued the temporary

Stricter tax 
rules on 
eash deals 


By GIDION ESHET 
Jerasulem Fost Eeonomie Reporter 
In a move to crack down on 

tax evasion, any receipt on a 
cash transaction of IL5,000 or 
Tore will, from January 30, have 
to carry the seller's name and 
address. 

A regulation to this effect was 
issued by the Income Tax Com- 
missioner on October 30. But the 
fact of its existence became pub- 
licly known only yesterday when 
it was mentioned in an Israel 
Radio programme on economic 
affairs. 


A spokesman of the Income 
‘Tax Commissioner's Office told 
The Post last night the measure 
Was designed to keep track of 
cash transactions which are be- 
lieved to be the main route of 
tax evasion whose scope is esti- 
mated at about I14,000m. 8. year. 

At present, the name and ad- 
dress of the seller (the receiver 
of the cash) are not legally re- 
quired to appear on a receipt 
or a bill. This has enabled large 
cash transactions of which the 
tex authorities have no know- 
ledge. 

Internal Revenue officials said 
yesterday the measure was aimed 
at large importers, builders and 
suppliers whom they suspect 
have been evading the tax col. 
lector. There was no intention, 
they said, of making things more 
difficult for small shopkeepers 
Or medium-income self-employed. 

Legislation is also being con- 
sidered which would enable the 
authorities to check into number- 
ed bank accounts.

MASUDIYA (Sebastia). — Sev- 
enty would-be settlers and hun- 
dreds of supporters today go into 
the sixth day of their attempt 
to establish a Jewish settlement 
at an abandoned railway station 

here. 

The army, which had acted 
swiftly to end six previous set- 
tlement bids in Samaria, had not 
moved as of last night. But there 
was no sign of any change in 
the Government pollcy which has 
so far limited Jewish settlement 
in Judea-Samaria to the Jordan 
Rift and several sites in Judea. 

The Gush Emunim movement 
appears to have timed its latest 
settlement bid shrewdly, riding 
the upsurge of feeling generated 
by the recent UN resolution con- 
aemning Zionism and enlisting the 
aid of thousands of youngsters on 
Hanukka school recess. 

A fortunate coincidence for 
the organizers was the presence 
here of 170 Diaspora Jewish lead- 
ers for the Solidarity Conference 
in Jerusalem. The settlers have 
indicated that they will forcibly 
resist soldiers who attempt to 
evict them and the Government 
is reportedly waiting for the con- 
ference to end hefore it acts.

All the targets hit in Israel's air 
Strike against terrorist in Lebanon 
bases on Tuesday were well outside 
inhabited areas of refugee camps, 
Military sources said yesterday. 

At Nabatiya, 15 kms. from the 
Israeli border, the main target was 
the district headquarters of the As- 
Sa’eka organization. It is located in 
an abandoned area of the refugee 
camp in a school building which, 
according to Unrwa reports has not 
been used as a school since May 
1974, It is 500 metres from the in- 
habited area of the camp. 

Also hit in the Nabatlya area were 
ἃ supply dump and jeep parking 
lot, both used mainly by the Fatah. 
Another target in the area was a 
training base on an isolated farm, 


west of Nabatiya. used by various 
terror Zroups, who were supplied and 
housed by the residents of the farm. 

Nabatiya is the central head- 
quarters of terrorist operations in 
southern Lebanon. Recently many 
more patrols and cbservation mis-~ 
sion were spotted in the area, in-~ 
dicating that preparations were un- 
derway for an upsurge in terrorist 
activities, 

The targets in the north, were 
near Tripoli, at the Baddawi and 
Naher Εἰ Barde camps, where the 
main redr-echelon bases of the terror 
groups, are located.

In al] these searches the 
KGB men found and confiscated 
research papers on Jewish matters 
as well as copies of earlier issues of 
the magazine. ΄ 

The writers now face charges of 
“glandering the Soviet social order" 
in their articles, which carry up to 
five-years imprisonment on convic- 
tion. Among those interrogated by 
‘the KGB in Moscow are Prof, Eitan 
Finkelstein, a physicist; Dr. Grigory 
Rosanshtein, a scientist; Mihail 
Tshlenov, a Hebrew teacher, and 
cTlya Rubin, a poet. All are members 
of the magazine's editorial staff. 
There are indications that the 
authorities are preparing to put 
them on trial if the next issue, long 
overdue. appears. 2 
᾿ ‘The periodical, which is non- 
political in nature, strives to fill the 
vacuum which exists in the Soviet 
Union because of the officia] refusal 
to permit any publication in Russian 
on Jewish issues. 

Despite its underground nature, 
“Jews in the USSR" has always, 
identified the names of tts editors — 
the first was Prof. Alexander 
Voronel who emigrated to Israel a 
few ‘months ago — and its con- 
tributors in full, in contrast with 
other sumizdat (underground) 
publications in Russla, which for ob- 
vious reasons refrain from doing 80. 
The publication has aroused much 
interest, especially among those 
Jews seeking to emigrate to Israel.

PETAH TIKVA. — The workers 
committee of the Beilinson Medical 
Centre have instituted what a hos- 
pital spokesman called a “reign of 
terror” among the 2,300-member 

hospital staff. 

The spokesman said yesterday 
the workers committee, headed by 
Shiomo Shevi, had for the past few 
weeks “initiated a campaign of 
openly refusing to obey official] or- 
ders issued by the administrative 
and medical staff.” while in fact 
sometimes issuing contradictory or- 
ders.

comment on the hospital charges. 

The spokesman claimed that those 
workers who have refused to go 
along with the “campaign” have 
been threatened to do as told. He 
added: “Some of them have re- 
ceived anonymous phone calls, others 
have been directly threatened by 
workers committee members. They 
have told me ali this in confidence, 
asking that I try to understand the 
position they are placed in.” 

He further charged these me- 
theds are being used by Skevi “to 
show who runs the hospital,” -- 
labour management. 

“Pay increases are not involved. 
Only in this case, It is not a simple 
work dispute, for the unfortunate 
patient is the helpless pawn caught 
in the middie. There have been 
eases where a patient’s health has 
been jeopardized,” the spokesman 
said. 

AS one example, ‘he noted that 
some weeks ago a woman, a new- 
comer from Russia, had been found 
wandering aimlessly on the Beilin- 
son Hospital grounds. 

Professor Andre de Vries, medical 
director of Beilinson, and Professor 
Henricus Wijsenbeek, medical di- 
rector of the Geha Psychiatric Hos- 
pital, examined the woman on the 
spot. They ordered two passing 
medica] orderlies to take her on 
ἃ stretcher to the emergency ad- 
nussion wards. 

Shevi, who had been passing at 
the time, instructed the orderlies 
not to do so, and they obeyed him. 
The two heads of the took 
the woman by themselves to the 
emergency admissions wards, the 
spokesman claimed. 

Eu Admonl, administrative direc- 
tor of Beilinson, later asked Shevi 
to explain his strange conduct. She- 
vi allegedly said: "11 give all my 
explanations in court.”

VIENTIANE. — Prince Souphanou- 
vong, who was yesterday named 
president of the new Laotian Peo- 

ΠΝ Republic, came to power after 

more than two decades of military 

and political struggle at the head 
of pro-Communist forces. 

The 63-year-old Prince, trim and 
bespectacled, is not himself a Com- 
munist. But his interest in Marxist 
theory goes back to the 1930s, when 
he spent a year as a docker in 
France and mixed with Communist 
workers. 

He is ἃ cousin of King Savang 
Vatthana who was displaced when 
his ancient Indochinese monarchy 
‘was abolished on Wednesday. 

In his fighting days before a 1978 
cease-fire agreement, Prince Sou- 
phanouvong led the pro-Communist 
Pathet Lao (Laotian national) move- 
ment from a cave headquarters near 
the border with North Vietnam. 
The guerrilla warfare was against 


a Vientiane government headed by 
his half-brother, Prince Souvanna 
Phouma. 

Peace talks bétween the two 
sides led to the formation of a coa. 
lition government in 1974. But 
against she background of Com. 
muntst victories in neighb 
South Vietnam and Cambodia, the 
Pathet Lao rose to ascendancy in 
Laos — and Prince Souphanouvong 
emerged earlier this year ag easily 
the most powerful 

He went to school in Hanoi and 
university in Paris, where he gra- 
duated as a civil engineer in 1937. 
Returning to French Indochina, he 
worked until 1945 roads 
and bridges in central Vietnam and 
Laos. 

He joined an anti-French move- 
ment after World War τὸ and won 
the backing of Ho Chi Minh, then 
fighting the French in Vietnam.

Reality intrudes into the 
Land of the Wet Parasol

NEW YORK. — There was always 
a quality of unmreality about Laos, 
where wars have raged almost con- 
tinuously since the end of World 
War IL The people somehow re- 
Mained gentle and fun-loving des- 
Pite the devastation and every 
spring their innate civility would 
bring a pause in the fighting. 


The occasion was their national 


day, when hostility gave way to 
merrymaking and brought an in- 
formal cease-fire that lasted a week 
or so. Kites would fly high, their 
strings tangling in the warm 
breezes, and young boys would 
whoop through the streets with 
happy shouts ‘of * "lai, lai, lai" broken 
by long “oooooccoohs” when they 
saw a “pretty girl. 

τὰ was a time when young men 
held contests with home made 
rockets to see who could fire theirs 
the farthest. There were nudges 
and playful. smokes about virility 
while joyful crowds munched on 


— giant roasted cockroaches, a Lao- 


tian delicacy, ot sipped bright 
coloured soda water from {ice-filled 
plastic bags. 

Despite the gentle nature of the 
Laos people, an estimated 35,000 
of them died in three decades of 
warfare. Communist encroachment 
from North Vietnam, American 
bombings along the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail and battles by the CLA-direct- 
ed Laos secret army of Meo tribes- 
men turned one fourth of the popula- 
tion into refugees. 


Laos was a Buddhist kingdom. It 
has been called the Land of the 
‘Wet Parasol and the Land of One 
Million Blephants. King Savang 
Vatthana, who abdicated on Tues- 
day, had but one elephant, a female 
mamed Pheng who was taken to 
the mountains each morning to 
graze, so she would not annoy the 
King by eating the banana trees in 
the garden of his Luang Prabang 
Palace. 

Savang Vatthana, 68, was the 
last of the monarchs in the land of 
three million persons, whose origin 
is lost In history — no one ever 
really heard of Laos until the 14th 
century when it was known as the 
Kingdom of Lanxang, lying along 
the Mekong River. 

Laos’ troubles began in 1827 
when the King of Siam annexed it 
— and the troubles have never 
ceased, At one time it was two 
kingdoms — the Kingdom of Luang 
Prabang and the Kingdom of Vien- 
tiane — but it was reunited in 1947 
under French rule after the devas- 
tation of World War ΤΙ and its oc- 
eupation by Japan. 

The U.S. never really lifted its 
veil of secrecy from the war it 
masterminded unsuccessfully to save 
Laos from Communism. The US. 
got involved in Laos in 1958 when 
it sent in U.S. army special forces 
teams and began supplying Laotian 
units with arms. 

At enormous expense, the U.S. 
equipped and directed in Laos an 
army of Meo tribesmen, tough lit 


fle mountain men who fought bra- 
vely in the lost cause. The non-Meo 
forces of the government did not 
fight as well They appeared to be 
gentiemen who did not understand 
the holocaust into which they were 
thrust. 

American troops were never for- 
mally committed to Laos even 
though U.S. airplanes -bombed ‘the 
country for nine years. -When the 
Viemam peace agreement was 
signed in 1973, 8. cease-fire in Laos 
followed one month later. 

The Laotian cease-fire led to with- 
drawal of American militery sup- 
port — which totalled some §$1 bil- 
lion — and the eventual dominance 
of the Pathet Lao. 

The dissolution of the coalition 
government under Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, 74, and the abdication of 
the King completes the Communist 
takeover started last May by the 
Pathet Lao. 

‘Since the fall of Cambodia and 
South Vietnam last spring, the 
takeover of Laos by the Pathet 
Leo had been regarded as ἃ fore. 
gone conclusion by diplomatic and 
political observers. The only ques- 
tion was when. 

Of the three Indochina nations 
the hapless Laotian people probab- 
ly had the least to gain. Perhaps 
nothing surmmed up their gentleness 
more than a plaque that greeted 
foreign visitors at the airport in 
the Laotian capital of Vientiane: 

“Hatred never ceases by hatred 
at any time. Hatred ceases by love. 
This 15 the eternal law of Buddha.”

THE CHIEF CRITICISM that has 
been made of the Jerusalem Con- 
ference of Jewish Solidarity, ia that 
it is a conference of Jewish orga- 
nization-men — of the “profes- 
sionals” wha are paid to he Jew- 
ish leaders and the “lay leader- 
ship" who pay for the same pri- 
vilege. 

“Where are the professors?” ask- 
ed Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg in a 
tadlo interview on Wednesday. 
“Where are the Jewish Nobel 
Prize-winners? The intellectuals? 
The men of spiritual stature?” 

Hertzberg, who combines a pro- 
fessorship at Columbia University 
with the chairmanship of the Ame- 
rican. Jewish Congress, is uniquely 
Placed to make the criticism. He 
has, so to speak, a foot in each 
camp. 

Asked to comment, Rabbi Israel 
Miller immediately citeq Hertzberg 
--to show that this criticism is an 
overstatement, that “one tends to 
denigrate the people who make up 
the Jewish establishment." He was 
hard putto provide another 
of a Jew of intellectual stature at- 
tending the conference. He mention- 
ed several chief rabbis, invited 
ex officio. 

He could have cited himself es 
an organization-Jew of accademic 
attainments. For, together with his 
Zionist and public career, he ‘has 
risen to eminence in Yeahiva Uni- 
versity, is now its i chair- 
man, and is expecteq soon to be- 
come its President. 

Both Hertzberg, in the radio in- 
terview, and Miller, interviewed by 
The Post, recommended that fur- 
ther conferences be convened in- 
volving Jewish men of letters and 
sclence, eminent Jews who do not 
move in Jewish Establishment 
circles. 

Miller, however, stoutly defended 
the present conference and its com- 
position. “This is not intended as 
@ conference of ideology, to debate 
Zionism, but as 8 conference of 
Solidarity. People were invited who 
can develop ideas pragmaticaily.” 

The format of the conference — 
a minimum of formalism and a 
long day of workshops — attested 
to its nature, Miller sald. “For this 
kind of conference you must have 
people from within organized Jew- 
ish life.

Paris bank 
bandit may 
be Lebanese 


PARIS. — Lebanese papers were 
found yesterday on a gangster shot 
dead after he and an accomplice held 
30 people hostage in a day-long 
bank slege, police 

Paris police chief Jean Paolini 
zald the papers bore the name of 
Marcel Jibrayel, 27, born in Ain 
Rouman, Lebanon, but added that 
the papers were probably false. 

The second gangster was seriously 
wounded as the two men fled in a 
getaway car with two of their cap- 
tives and a ransom of some $2m. 
He was taken to police headquarters 
and identified as Manuel Carlos, 29, 
born in Malaga, Spain. 

The gunmen fell under police 
bullets less than 4 kms, from the 
Credit Lyonnais Bank on Avenue 
Bosquet near the Eiffel Tower, which 
they took over at gunpoint on Wed- 
nesday morning. 

Roaring away from the bank in a 
Fiat furnished by the police, the 
bandits fled with police discreetly 
behind to avoid harm to the two 
hostages in the car. 

However, at 2 crossroads their 
car crashed into another vehicle 
and police from the elite anti-gang 
brigade opened fire when one of 
the gangsters then tried to hijack 
a taxi. 

This was the second time in re- 
cent months that a gunman with 
papers from a Middle Bast country. 
has been involved in taking hostages 
in a bank. 

In September, gunmen held sev- 
eral people for about nine hours in 


- @ central Paris bank and later es- 


caped without harming any of their 
captives. A man, identified as an 
Egyptian, was one of those later 
charged with the crime.

— Late Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy allegedly 
approved FBI wiretaps on two news- 
men and four government employees, 
as well as on civil rights leader Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr., the Senate In- 
telligence Committee was told on 
Wednesday. 

Committee counsel John Elliff said 
the Kennedy-approved wiretaps were 
on the telephones of Hanson Bald- 
win, a now-retired reporter for the 
“New York Times,” and of an un- 
identified reporter for “Newsweek” 
magazine. They were ordered as 
part of an investigation into leaks 
of classified Information, he said. 

The other Kennedy-approved taps 
— against three Executive-branch 
employees anda staff 
employee — were related to an in- 
vestigation of efforts by foreign in- 
terests to influence U.S. economic 
policies, HUiff said. 

He did not name the persons alle- 
gedly affected.

Indonesia emerging as

JAKARTA. — When U/S. President 
Gerald Ford arrives in Indonesia 
today for a 19-hour stay, he will 
be visiting a country the U.S. has 
poured money into for 25 years. The 
Americans have put more than $2 
billion into Indonesia since 1950 — 
the year immediately following 
world recognition of the country's 
independence and the year U.S. 
aid began. 

Much of that money went into 
useful and development 
projects. Some went down the drain 
in various prestige projects which 
were ili especially during 
the late 1950s and early 1980s. 

But almost $1.3 billion of that 
aid has, over the past six years, 
contributed substantially to Indone- 
5185 increasing development as po- 
tentially the most influential nation 
in Southeast Asia. 

When Ford meets with President 
Suharto tomorrow, he may have 
satisfaction in the knowledge that 
the U.S. has contributed consis. 
tently about one-third of the annual 
total in foreign aid Indonesia re- 
ceives from Western countries. 

This year, the U.S. plans a con- 
tribution of $6im. under a Western 
aid consortium programme — a re- 
duction from last year’s commit. 
ment of $176m.

EXPORT performance {s good — but 
not good enough. In the first 10 
months of 1975, exports at $1.5b. were 
about 7 per cent more than the same 
period last year. But the forecast for 
the ‘entire year has been revised 
downward by $200m. to $1.8b. And 
virtually all of the seven per cent In- 
crement represents price increases: 
the volume of gooda sold abroad — 
which was expected to grow by 10 per 
cent — has remained unchanged. 
‘True, even this may be rated as 
good performance. Exports of most 
countries have declined, including 
such veteran traders as Japan, Ger- 
many and Belgium. The export 
volume of all industrial countries in 
the first half of 1975 was 5 per cent 
below the first half of 1974, and the 
decline continued in the second half. 
However, the comparison can 
hardly be reassuring. Israel — in its 
current position — must expand ex- 
port sales in spite of the world slurp 


competition. 

‘We urgently need foretgn currency 
to pay our way. In the first three 
quarters of 1975 the quantity of our 
imports declined about 10 per cent, 
compared with a year ago — as have 
imports of other industrial countries. 
However, our import bill marginally 
increased, owing to higher prices we 
paid for food and most raw 
materials, Still, our foreign trade 
deficit decreased about $100m. 

Further reduction, -however, ia 
bound to be.very difficult, because 
‘many inventories have been run 
down and because the incipient 
recovery in world trade is likely to 
affect our import bil? more than our 


THE CONCORDE supersonic air- 
Uner is twice as noisy as the loudest 
subsonic jet and creates five times

The American verdict leaves very 
little hope that Concorde will be 
allowed into New York and means 
British Airways face mounting 
problems in bringing the plane into 
international service. A decision on 
Concorde being allowed into 
America at all has been deferred un- 
til Fe!

Before then, in early January, the 
U.S. Department of Transportation 
is to hold a further public hearing on 
the pros and cons of the plane. 
Britain's Director General for the 
Concorde project, Kenneth Binning, 
is already gloomy about the 
hearing's result. William Coleman, 
U.S. Secretary of Transportation, 
who must take the final decision. fs 
refusing ta be pushed around by 
Secretary of State Dr. Henry 
Kissinger, who would like to avoid 
the diplomatic unpleasantness of 
refusing Concorde landing rights. 

Under American law, the final 
decision on landing rights at New 
York airport, which is run by an 
autonomous Port Authority, is left to 
the will of the loca] community as ex- 
pressed through the Governor of 
New York State. And local will is 
vehemently opposed to anything that 
would exacerbate the already bad 

noise. A similar situation ex- 
ists in Boston, the only feasible alter- 
native terminal on the U.S. east 
coast. 

Without access to New York, any 
prospect of operating Concorde com- 
mercially across the North Atlantic 
is destroyed. (So are any remaining 
prospects of sales to foreign airlines 
who see acceptance at New York as 
the touchstone for Concorde's accep- 
tamce at other key airports across 
the world.)

diamonds). Major policies adopted to 
achieve this end include snon- 
conventional moves, in particular the 
establishment of consignment stores 
abroad. The main stress will be laid 
on better market research, technical 
advice and other marketing services, 
and on promotion of com- 
panies. It is felt that many local 
producers could increase thelr export 
potential or start to produce for 
overseas customers, and this ad- 
vance may depend ‘on drying up of 
lJocal sales and, on proper organiza- 
tion, particularly for smal! and 
medium producers.

FUDITH (Chen, Jerusalem and Ar- 
mon, Haifa). The current upsurge in 
Zionism has brought in its wake the 
reissue of two “Zionist"’ movies, Ex- 
odus and Judith. 

The formula for successful movies 
about Israel was laid down by Ex- 
odus; one part concentration camp 
horrors, one part sex and two 
heroism. Judith, now 10 years old, 
carefully follows this formula. 

Director Daniel Mann prefers the 
big-star episodic approach and, 
despite a story written by master 
novelist Lawrence Durrell, “eschews 
such niceties as characterization 
and credible dialogue. Thus instead 
of developing the character of 
dudith, the central figure in the 
drama, he builds up a carefully 
detailed model of a kibbutz (at a cost 
of $150,000) only to blow most of it up 
in the climactic Arab attack at the 
end. 

Judith ts portrayed by Sophia 
Loren, whe manages to look hand- 


somely coiffed even after being 
smuggied into Palestine in a crate of 
machine parts together with the 
body of a second woman who did not 
survive the ordeal. Judith is the 
pivot of the story and she is used by 
the Hagana to track down a Nazi 
tank general who is training the 
Arabs in armoured warfare. . 


According to the distributors, the 
purpose of the reissue at this time is 
to inform loca] youth of the pre- 
independence struggle. The Hagana 
commander In the movie cooperates 
by delivering a Zionist harangue to 
his staff, who days before the war, are

Woody goes Russian 


Love and Death (Gat, Tel Aviv), the 
latest Woody Allen film, was, as 
usual, written and directed by the 
comedian who, of course, plays the 
chief role and is, in fact, practically 
the whole show. 


This time he is Boris, a 19th cen- 
tury Russian, the cowardly member 
ef a pstrictic family, and when the 
picture opens he is awaiting execu- 
tion at six a.m. “I was supposed to go 
at five, but I have a good lawyer." 


Sitting in his cell, Boris reviews his 
life. As a boy he had a vision of death 
(shades of Bergman) and ever since 
he has been much taken up with mor-. 
tality, wondering whether there will 
be girls in the great beyond. Not that 
the shlemiel is a success with 
women. He loves his cousin Sonia 
(Diane Keaton) and she loves his 
brother Ivan and when Ivan marries 
someone else, she marries a rich 
fishmonger’ and takes ‘dozens of 
iovers. When eventually Boris and 


Sonia do wed, it is because she made 
the promise when she was sure he 
would be killed in a duel. They do set- 
tle down however, eating snow when 
times are difficult with sleet for 
desert. 

Very unwillingly Boris goes off to 
fight the French, getting fired out of 
a cannon where he has taken refuge 
becoming a hero by chance and set- 
ting out to assassinate Napoleon, 
naturally shooting the wrong man. 

‘This is a film with many hilarious 
moments, both verbal and visual. 
But at the same time, it is very un- 
even and there are times when {t 
evokes no laughter. There are the 
long boring discussions between 
Boris and, Sonia, mocking the 
philosophical discussions in the Ru- 
ssfan novel of the time, full of long 
seldom-used words and too many 
references to Woody's Jewish 
background. However, Woody Allen 
fans will find more than enough in 
the picture to content them.

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Too little, too late 


ATR FORCE attacks on terrorist bases in Lebanon are mili- 
tarily simple, but politically hazardous. This week's raids 
against targets in north and south Lebanon showed again 
how quickly not only our foes, but even friends, are prepared 
to interpret the intent and outcome of such strikes in the 
most critical way. 

And as in the past, this week too, the Army failed to ap- 
preciate its political responsibility to furnish appropriate in- 
formation on such a raid quickly and thoroughly ‘in order to 
prevent our foes from monopolizing the reporting of the raids. 

As a result, the first reports came from the terrorists’ 
spokesmen who deliberately gave the impression that Israeli 
planes had indiscriminately bombed refugee camps, Killing 
large numbers of women and children. 

When, a few hours later, the Army Spokesman issued a 
communique it gave only the barest of details, with no explana- 
tion of the purpose or need of the raid. 

Only yesterday, two days after the event, did the Army 
issue a fuller account of the locations of the targets and 
their function in terrorist operations. This information should 
have been made known immediately, together with the news 
of the raid itself. Failure to do so enabled the terrorists, who 
make a policy of indiscriminate murder, to turn the truth 
around and accuse Israel, and our pilots, who scrupulously try 
to avoid civilian targets. Enabling the terrorists to distort the 
truth in this way is an affront to our own citizenry as well 
as damaging abroad. 

Certainly it should be plain by now that the information to 
be released about a military operation should itself be part of 
the planning process that precedes the action. There can be 
no artificial division between a military strike and its political 
context or consequences. And the Army Spokesman’s Office 
cannot fulfil. its function or responsibilities if it is permitted 
only to Jet out bits of information in driblets long after the 
event, and then in order to counter criticism.

Mexico’s stand 


understands that Israelis will view his visit with something less 
than the enthusiasm which engulfed his President during the 
Jatter’s tour of Israel last summer. For Mexico's anti-Zionist 
vote at the UN General Assembly came as a shock to Israelis 
who tend to accept protestations of friendship at their face 
value. If Mexico is now having second thoughts about the 
significance of the resolution for which its delegate voted, pre- 
sumably the vores Minister will have persuasive evidence of 
such a 

From all sonia Mexico's vote has affected numbers of 
Mexico-bound Jewish visitors from the U.S. — several Jewish 
U.S.-based organizations have cancelled conferences which 
had been scheduled to be held south of the border. This is 
probably having an economic impact especially at a time of 
economic and political unrest. For there have been constant 
reports lately of the massacre of peasants and clashes between 
leftists and the security forces. Moreover, the country is about 
te face a change of leadership. 

It is common Imowledge that when he steps down as Pre- 
sident next year, President Echeverria hopes to inherit the 
mantle of Dr. Kurt Waldheim. Independent observers have 
even gone so far as to claim ‘that he wants the job so badly 
that he has manipulated Mexico's foreign policy to this end, 
taking his country into the heart of the Third World where 
the votes lie. But we cannot believe that he offered Israel as 
his sacrifice to this new Moloch. 

Rather it would be good to know that as a result of the 
Mexican Foreign Minister’s visit the basic friendship and com- 
munity of interests between our two countries could be re- 
established.

MEXICO'S Foreign Minister, who arrived yesterday, no doubt | 
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JEWISHNESS is not an acci- 
dent. It is a constant element in 
the history of mankind. Nothing 
perpetuates it more than the 
attempt to deny it. The talent for 
translating outer hostility into 
inner strength is as old as Israel 
itself. ‘‘The more they afflicted 
them — the more they mul- 
tiplied."” 

Our national experience has 
given birth to a unique “anx- 
fety,’’ which some writers 
regard ag the essence of the 
Jewish condition. The question 
is whether we shall make our 
anxiety fertile or whether we 
shall squander it in an explosion 
of self-pity. The temptation for 
this is strong. From the fortress 
of its new mineral, monetary 
and, therefore, diplomatic 
strength, Arab nationalism has 
gone out to do battle not against 
ἃ particular Israeli interest or 
policy, but against the 
lJegitimacy of our nationhood. 
The trouble is that the assault 
finds Israel at the lowest ebb of 
its self-assurance. As immigra- 
tion dwindles, emigration soars, 
tourism languishes and in- 
vestments decline our society 
‘begins to doubt the mystique of 
its own eternity. 

The typical Israeli qualities 
have always had something to 
do with resilience; optimism; 
belief in the inherent surmoun- 
tability of obstacles; a creative 
effrontery that sweeps sceptical 
practicality aside; the 
knowledge that Israel, by its 
special fate, can only flourish in 
movement and growth; and a 
concern for resonance and 
elevation in the articulation of 
the national purpose. The in- 
spiration for 811 these qualities 
has always come from faith and 
history. Israel can only be safely 
led from positions firmly 
planted in Jewish humanism, in- 
tellectual vitality and sacial 
idealism. Without these enlarg- 
ing dimensions we become of 
puny size and meagre repercus- 


In their predicament of 
inorale, Israelis naturally look 
outside themselves for as much 
reinforcement as they can get. 
We are now even prepared to 
think well of Zionism when this 
becomes the target of Gentile at- 
tack. But should we really forget 
that the dignity of this word was 
diminished by Jewish apathy 
and Israeli contempt long 
before Moslems and Com-
